Civil rights legend visits Cole Harbour to speak to students

A handful of local high 
school students ended up 
with a valuable signature 
in their yearbooks, and 
even more valuable life 
lessons, after a surprise 
visit from a civil rights leg¬ 
end yesterday. 

Cole Harbour District 
High principal Lynda d’En- 
tremont said Rev. Jesse 
Jackson popped by the 
school unexpectedly, tak¬ 
ing the time to speak can¬ 
didly with students. 

“He stopped and signed 
yearbooks,” d’Entremont 
recalled not long after the 


Baptist minister had 
breezed in and out of the 
school, where he stayed 
for about an hour but has 
left an impression that will 
long be remem¬ 
bered. “ft was unbe¬ 
lievable, really.” 

She said she re¬ 
ceived a call from 
Jackson’s aide yes¬ 
terday morning, 
who asked if the 
school wanted the 
African American Jesse Jackson 
icon to stop by and 
after letting the informa¬ 
tion sink in, she declared 
“absolutely!” 

Shortly before 11 a.m., 
Jackson showed up and 
treated all the staff and stu¬ 


dents who could squeeze 
into one classroom to an 
inspiring speech about the 
importance of focusing on 
the positive and staying 
away from the neg¬ 
ative. 

“He spoke very 
genuinely to the 
kids regarding 
planning their fu¬ 
tures and taking 
control of their 
lives,” d’Entremont 
described. 

Jackson told his 
enthralled audience, and 
reporters inside the 
school, “make the choice 
and get the right conse¬ 
quence.” 

“Choose futures over fu¬ 


nerals,” he said. “Use your 
skills to make life better 
for all of us.” 

Grade 12 student Jaleel 
Simmons told CTV News 
one lesson learned is that 
“I have to do what I have to 
do to make sure that I can 
be the best person I can in 
life.” 

Jackson’s sincerity will 
stick with the teens for a 
long time to come, d’En¬ 
tremont said, including 
the many African Nova 
Scotian students who at¬ 
tend the school. 

Jackson was here to 
speak at a Nova Scotia Co¬ 
operate Council banquet at 
the World Trade and Con¬ 
vention Centre last night.

Council debates confidential release

Minutes of confidential 
meetings surrounding 
the broken Halifax 
sewage treatment plant 
could be made public to¬ 
day, but only if Halifax 
councillors go against the 
advice of their own 
lawyer. 

Many of the Halifax Re¬ 
gional Council meetings 
dealing with the Harbour 
Solutions Project were 
held in camera. 

No one outside of coun¬ 
cillors and staff could be 


present and minutes were 
never made public. 

Some councillors think 
that should change. North¬ 
west Arm — South End 
Coun. Sue Uteclc proposed 
releasing the minutes, but 
top city lawyer Mary Ellen 
Donovan warned not to in 
case the municipality ends 
up in court against the 
plant construction compa¬ 
nies. 

But Uteclc said yesterday 
she will bring the issue up 
today at council and call 
on Donovan to give a good 
reason why the minutes 
shouldn’t be released. 

“You give me a specific

example of why you don’t 
want these minutes re¬ 
leased, and then I can 
agree or not agree,” Uteclc 
said. 

“I’m not understanding 
what is there that the pub¬ 
lic can’t see.”

Coun. Steve Streatch said 
he understands why some 
meetings are held in cam¬ 
era, but there would have 
to be a very good reason to 
keep these minutes pri¬ 
vate. 

“(Releasing the docu¬

“That has to happen to 
bring about public confi¬ 
dence that we have lost 
over the last months.” 

If the motion makes 
it onto the agenda council 
will likely discuss the 
issue with Donovan in 
camera.

Major project investments 
expected to rise by 9% in '09 


funds Investment in major 
projects throughout the re¬ 
gion is expected to rise nine 
per cent in 2009, according 
to the Atlantic Provinces 
Economic Council. 

They released their annu¬ 
al Major Project Inventory 
yesterday, which lists the 
top 239 projects in Atlantic 
Canada. 

Spending in Nova Scotia 
has increased considerably 
this year, the report also 
said.

Bell relative allegedly 
spied on U.S. for Cuba 


arrest A great-grandson of 
Alexander Graham Bell has 
been arrested on charges of 
being an international spy. 

Walter Kendall Myers, 72, 
was arrested June 4 in 
Washington, D.C., along 
with his wife, Gwendolyn, 
71, after FBI allege the pair 
were spying on the United 
States for Cuba for three 
decades. 

Myers is a former U.S. 
State Department analyst 
who had top-secret security 
clearance, according to The 
Associated Press. 

He is the son of Elsie 
Alexandra Carol Grosvenor 
Myers, granddaughter of 
the telephone inventor and 
aviation enthusiast who 
made Baddeclc his home. 

Elsie Grosvenor Myers of 
Washington died in 2005, 
leaving behind children 
Walter Myers Jr., Gardiner 
Myers, Martin G. Myers Sr., 
Elsie Martin, Aleck Myers, 
10 grandchildren and six 
great-grandchildren.

Harper offers meeting 


Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper says he’s willing to 
talk, but is unwilling to 
adopt Liberal proposals to 
enrich the employment in¬ 
surance scheme — a decla¬ 
ration that appeared to set 
the country on course to a 
summer election. 

By the end of a day of 
brinkmanship, Harper of¬ 
fered to meet Liberal 
Leader Michael Ignatieff in 
a bid to avoid a campaign 
that could be triggered as 
early as Friday when the fi¬ 
nal bill on the govern¬ 
ment’s budget is put to a 
vote in the Commons. 

The Liberals accepted 
the offer to meet today. But 
the two men appear to 
agree on only one thing. 

“Mr. Ignatieff said he 
doesn’t want an election. I 
don’t want an election,” 
Harper told reporters. “I 
don’t think anybody in 
Canada wants or expects 
an election.” 

Ignatieff said the Liberals 
would vote against the 
budget bill unless Harper 
agrees to provide details 
on further El reforms, 
vaguely promised for the 
fall, the amount spent so 
far on the government’s

YEMEN Three women from a 
party of nine kidnapped 
foreigners have been found 
dead in Yemen, officials said 
yesterday, in a rare killing that 
comes as separatist and 
militant tensions intensify.

Militia fires on 
Iranian protesters 


Iran's hardline Islamic Basij 
militiamen killed at least

An Iranian photographer 
at the scene witnessed the 
shooting, which came dur¬ 
ing a demonstration by tens 
of thousands in the capital 
Tehran in support of opposi¬ 
tion candidate Mir Hossein 
Mousavi who has appealed 
the election result. 

Gunfire was also heard in 
three districts of wealthy 
northern Tehran, residents 
said. Speaking before the 
shooting, Mousavi said he 
was “ready to pay any price”

• Ebrahim Yazdi, leader of 
the banned opposition 
Freedom Movement, said 
Ahmadinejad's attacks on 
his opponents had opened 
a "Pandora's box” of divi¬ 
sions within the establish¬ 
ment and between the peo¬ 
ple and their government.

Members of Iran’s securi¬ 
ty forces have at times fired 
into the air during two days 
of the Iranian capital’s most 
violent unrest since the 
1979 Islamic Revolution, 


and used batons to beat pro¬ 
testers who have pelted po¬ 
lice with stones. The Basij 
militia is a volunteer para¬ 
military force fiercely loyal 
to Supreme Leader Ayatol¬ 
lah Ali Khamenei, who has 
the final say on all matters 
of state in Iran. 

Earlier during the rally, a 
Reuters reporter said 
Mousavi supporters had 
formed a human chain out¬ 
side the Basij building in or¬ 
der to prevent any trouble 
when demonstrators passed 
it. Mousavi said he was not 
optimistic about his appeal 
against the result of Friday’s 
election to the 12-man 
Guardian Council, six of 
them selected by Khamenei, 
six elected by parliament.

Is the prime minister prepared to waltz to Iggy's tune? 



W e play the 
tune, prime 
minister, you 
dance. 

That was the message 
from Liberal Leader 
Michael Ignatieff yester¬ 
day. He doesn’t want an 
election, he told Stephen 
Harper, but if you don’t 
meet our demands, there 
will be one. 

That got Harper’s atten¬ 
tion. Though he doesn’t 
like dancing to anyone’s 
number but his own, it ap¬ 
pears he’s prepared to put 
on his waltzing shoes this 
time. 

The two leaders are to 
meet today to try to work 
out a deal. It looks, for the 
moment at least, an elec¬ 



tion will be avoided. That’s 
probably good for the Con¬ 
servatives, not so good for 
the Liberals, who have that 
precious political commod¬ 
ity known as momentum 
working for them. 

Most senior Liberal 
strategists want an elec¬ 
tion but feared being seen 
as forcing one against the 
public’s will. They didn’t 
want their leader to look 
like just another rank, op¬ 
portunistic politician. 
Hence the compro¬ 
mise proposal. 

From the 
prime minis¬ 
ter Ignatieff 
wants easier 
eligibility for 
employment 
insurance, a 
plan for 
the 


long-term elimination of 
the deficit, more specifics 
on stimulus spending and 
a plan to deal with the iso¬ 
tope crisis. 

Employment insurance 
is the big one and the PM 
indicated he is amenable 
to changes. If he gives 
enough, Ignatieff will de¬ 
clare victory and eveiy- 
body can relax until at 
least until the fall. That 
will give the Conservatives 
chance to recoup. 

If history is any indica¬ 
tion, the Liberals 
shouldn’t have been so 
concerned about getting 
blamed for triggering a 
campaign. Election tim¬ 
ing is only an issue for the 
first few days after the 
writ is dropped. Then it is 
forgotten. In calling an

tion date promise — and it 
didn’t hurt him. 

Tracking polls put the 
Liberals six or seven points 
in front. The Lisa Raitt af¬ 
fair gave them a boost. 
And just this weekend, 
Tom Flanagan, Harper’s 
longtime mentor, gave 
them another lift. In an up¬ 
dated version of his book, 
Harper’s Team, the senior 
Tory strategist essentially 
concedes the Harper critics 
have been right — that the 
PM has no vision, that he is 
guided only by political 
considerations, and that he 
dealt a terrible blow to the 
party with his boneheaded 
fiscal update of last fall. 

Coming from a Conser¬ 
vative, that’s great ammu¬ 
nition. The Liberals would 
like to use it now. If the 
prime minister is smart, 
he won’t give them the 
chance — not until the au¬ 
tumn leaves fall.

Vigilante justice: A return to the Wild West 



Some recent cases have 
resurrected the weighty is¬ 
sue of vigilantism. Al¬ 
though an offender may 
very well “get what he de¬ 
serves,” we need to careful¬ 
ly think through the po¬ 
tential dangers of support¬ 
ing vigilantism. 

Let’s look at a couple cas¬ 
es: A 51-year-old man en¬ 
ters a Chinatown store in 
Toronto for the second 
time that same day. A 
clerk, the store manager 
and owner team up to ap¬ 
prehend him, allegedly 


punching, kicking, and ty¬ 
ing him up before stuffing 
him into a waiting van as 
police arrived. The appre- 
henders were the ones 
charged, although the 
courts have yet to deter¬ 
mine whether this was ac¬ 
tually a case of vigilantism 
or a zealous citizens’ ar¬ 
rest. 

In Oklahoma City, two 
teens hold up a pharmacy. 
The surveillance camera 
shows the pharmacist 
shooting one of them in 
the head and chasing away 
the other. As the teen 
struggles on the floor, he is 
finished off with five more 
bullets. There has been an 
outpouring of support for 
the pharmacist. 

Then, in Philadelphia, 
an 11-year-old girl is bru¬ 
tally raped. The suspect is 
identified by eyewitnesses 


and lynched by a mob of at 
least a dozen angry neigh¬ 
bours, leaving him in criti¬ 
cal condition and on life 
support. Once again, there 
is an outpouring of sup¬ 
port for the neighbours 
and understandably so. 

Support for vigilantism 
cannot be ignored. It repre¬ 
sents an outcry that people 
are at the end of their teth¬ 
er with criminals terroriz¬ 
ing their communities. 

But there is a danger 
when we become emotion¬ 
ally driven to support acts 
where angry citizens be¬ 
come police, judge, jury 
and executioner in one. It 
becomes an undermining 
of our judicial system and 
even a greater affront to 
our civilized democracy. 
We regress to the archaic 
and anarchic Wild West 
system of justice where 


vigilante groups filled a 
gap of an organized sys¬ 
tem. Some of these groups 
even proved to be as nefar¬ 
ious as the criminals them¬ 
selves. 

There is no shortcut to a 
justice system that we may 
deem ineffectual. It will 
continue to be a work-in- 
progress. 

But there is some good 
news for those who want 
tougher crime legislation: 
Ottawa has introduced a 
bill to repeal the “faint 
hope” clause. If passed, the 
legislation would mean 
that anyone convicted of 
first- or second-degree 
murder would no longer 
be able to apply for early 
parole.

Households under strain, says central bank 


Climbing debt levels have 
put Canadian households 
under increased financial 
strain amid surging job 
losses, stagnating income 
growth and slumping per¬ 
sonal wealth, says a new 
report by the Bank of 
Canada. 

The central bank’s twice- 
yearly Financial System Re¬ 
view, released yesterday, 
suggests that households 
are increasingly vulnerable 
to “adverse shocks” such 
as an even bigger jump in 
the unemployment rate. It 
found that weaker house¬ 
hold finances also posed 
an “increased” risk to the 
Canadian financial system 
over the past six months as 
banks braced for more 
soured loans. 

“Income growth has 
slowed, and personal 
wealth levels have been 
eroded by lower house 
prices in some regions,” 


“Credit growth has 
continued to 
outpace income 
growth, 
contributing to 
higher debt levels.” 
Financial System 
Review statement 

said the bank’s report. 
“Credit growth has contin¬ 
ued to outpace income 
growth, contributing to 
higher debt levels. At the 
same time, sharp increases 
in unemployment are rais¬ 
ing the incidence of finan¬ 
cial stress among house¬ 
holds.” 

While Canadian house¬ 
hold finances remain “rea¬ 
sonably healthy,” the cen¬ 
tral bank highlighted cer¬ 
tain areas of concern. For 
instance, household real 


net worth continued to de¬ 
cline in the fourth quarter 
of 2008. That figure, which 
reflects total household as¬ 
sets minus liabilities, 
dropped by 6.7 per cent on 
a year-over-year basis to 
$48.59 billion. 

“This drop reflects the 
combined effect of in¬ 
creased household debt 
levels, weakening real es¬ 
tate assets and sharp losses 
in the value of financial as¬ 
sets caused by equity mar¬ 
ket declines,” the bank 
said. 

Of key concern is the un¬ 
employment rate, which 
rose to 8.4 per cent in May. 
The Bank of Canada said 
those escalating job losses 
have fuelled a surge in per¬ 
sonal bankruptcies. It also 
noted that more con¬ 
sumers are falling behind 
on their mortgages and 
credit card bills.

for Canadian homes rose 
to their highest average on 
record in May, while sales 
activity climbed for a 
fourth straight month as 
consumer confidence 
strengthened, according 
to an industry report 
released yesterday. 

But rebounding sales in 
some of the most 
expensive markets skewed 
the national average, the 
Canadian Real Estate Asso¬ 
ciation said in the report. 

The average home price 
last month rose 0.4 per 
cent to $319,757, topping 
the previous record set a 
year ago. It was the first 
year-over-year increase 
since May last year. 

The average price has re¬ 
covered 16.4 per cent from 
the low reached in 
January, CREA said. 

Home sales rose eight 
per cent to 37,649 units in 
May from April, the fourth 
consecutive monthly 
increase on a seasonally 
adjusted basis. Nationally, 
49,521 units changed 
hands in May, down 0.8 
per cent from a year ago.

T.J. Grant has been dealt 
another setback in his bid 
to get back into the Ulti¬ 
mate Fighting Champi¬ 
onship cage. 

The Cole Harbour 
mixed martial artist has 
seen Saturday’s scheduled 
undercard bout with Rory 
Markham at The Ultimate 
Fighter 9 in Las Vegas 
scrapped at the last 
minute. Markham has in¬ 
formed Grant he has an 
injury. 

It’s the second fight 
Grant has had cancelled 
in the past month for the 
same event. The original 
bout, on the main card 
against Martin Kamp- 
mann, was nixed late last 
month. 

“It sucks,” Grant said. “I 
put a lot of work into it, 
but it’s not like it will 
hurt me to put in a little 
extra work. As long as I 
can fight this summer, 
I’m sure everything’s go¬ 
ing to work out.” 

Grant, who signed a 
four-fight UFC contract 
this year, won his debut 


in April at UFC 97 in Mon¬ 
treal and improved to 14- 
2 overall. Kampmann’s 
cancellation was tough to 
swallow because it would 
have put Grant in the UFC 
spotlight, while 

Markham’s leaves him 
itching to get back into 
action. 

“I was looking forward 
to fighting this fight and 
then enjoying a little bit 
of the summer,” Grant 
said. “You don’t get to en¬ 
joy your summer as much 
when you’re training for a 
fight.” 


The 25-year-old is at a 
key point in his career 
and he hopes UFC will 
find him a fight by August 
at the latest. He’s the first 
Nova Scotian raised-and- 
trained UFC fighter and 
could start making a 
name for himself with a 
few more wins. 

“I’m just going to keep 
at it,” Grant said. 

“It’s not the end of the 
world. Everything hap¬ 
pens for a reason and 
maybe because of this I’ll 
get a bigger fight down 
the road.” 


Olympics Seven sports hop¬ 
ing to be included in the 
2016 Olympics made their 
pitch to the International 
Olympic Committee yester¬ 
day. 

Golf, karate, squash, base¬ 
ball, softball, roller sports 
and rugby are vying for a 
maximum of two spots in 
the programme. 

The IOC, eager to revamp 
the schedule to attract 
younger audiences, will 
shortlist two of the seven 
sports in August before a fi¬ 
nal vote on their inclusion 
two months later. 

Madrid, Tokyo, Chicago 
and Rio de Janeiro are bid¬ 
ding to host the 2016 
Games, with the host also 
picked in October. 

“To be the first gold- 
medal winner in 112 years? 
I will be 53 then,” said 2010 
European Ryder Cup cap¬ 
tain Colin Montgomerie as 
golf presented its case to 
the IOC’s executive board. 

“We have missed out on 
that for more than a centu¬ 
ry,” added the Briton. Golf 
was last an Olympic sport in 
1904. 


The presentation team 
showed a video with top 
players past and present in¬ 
cluding Jack Nicklaus and 
Tiger Woods pledging their 
support to golf’s bid to join 
the Olympics. 

Baseball officials assured 
the IOC a “selection of the 
best players” would be 
made available for the 
Olympics despite a clash 
with the Major League Base¬ 
ball (MLB) season. 

No MLB games would be 
scheduled on the days of 
the medal matches. “We do 
not want to compete 
against any Olympic broad¬ 
cast,” said international fed¬ 
eration chief Harvey 
Schiller. 

Baseball and softball be¬ 
came the first sports to be 
taken off the programme in 
2005 since polo was exclud¬ 
ed in 1936 and will not fea¬ 
ture in the 2012 London 
Games. 

“We want to get back to 
having an Olympic dream,” 
said international softball 
chief Don Porter. “We hope 
we did enough to get a 
favourable decision.” reuters

Team owner Mario 
Lemieux led the rally in a 
white convertible, while 
players and announcers 
converged at a final desti¬ 
nation, where several 
speeches were given to 
thank the fans and pump 
up the crowd. 

Team captain Sidney 
Crosby addressed the 
crowd by saying, “Thank 
you guys. What can I say? 

I mean the support you 
guys have given us, the 
support you have 
showed... You deserve 
to be called the city of 
champions. 

“You deserve the 
Stanley Cup.” 

The Penguins captured 
their third championship 
in franchise history by 
topping the Red Wings at 
Detroit in Game 7 on Fri¬ 
day, making it the first ti¬ 
tle for superstar duo of 
Sidney Crosby and Evgeni 
Malkin. 

Pittsburgh won it all for 
the first time since 
Lemieux and Jaromir Jagr 
helped capture back-to- 
back titles in 1991 and 
1992. 

The Penguins became 
only the third team to 
ever win Game 7 of the 
Stanley Cup Finals on the 
road, and it came after the 
home team had won the 
first six games of the

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Successful childcare centres recognized for excellence 


For a childcare centre to survive many 
decades in Nova Scotia is impressive; to also 
prosper is an accomplishment deserving 
recognition. Child Care Connection Nova 
Scotia, a non-profit community based devel¬ 
opment organization, started in 1989. To cel¬ 
ebrate its 20th birthday, it introduced the 
Early Childhood Care and Education Service 
Awards to recognize centres in Nova Scotia 
that have provided care and education to 
children and families for 20 or more years. 

Metro spoke with two of the nine 


recipients. Karen Geddes is the executive di¬ 
rector of Alexandra Children's Centre in 
north-end Halifax. ACC opened its doors in 
1971; after more than three decades of mak¬ 
ing do, its dream became a reality when it 
opened its permanent home on Devonshire 
Avenue in 2007. 

The non-profit centre was one of the first 
established in the city. "Over the 38 years, 
the centre has grown in size significantly 
from 14 children to 94 children,” recalls Ged¬ 
des, who credits the volunteer Board of 


Directors for being the driving force behind 
the centre's success. 

"The award is a recognition of all of the 
centres that have survived through many 
years of lack of funding, of lack of 
recognition, and really came out on the oth¬ 
er end still providing good, quality care for 
children,” she says. 

Peter Green Hall's Children's Centre has 
been open for 42 years, primarily serving the 
university community. It's in the basement of 
a family-student resident building, but 


dreams of a bigger, better home. 

Executive Director Barb Bigelow says the 
centre caters to highly educated families 
from all over the world. "We follow a philos¬ 
ophy known as emerging curriculum,” she 
says. "It's our belief in what children are ca¬ 
pable of and that we really listen to children 
and observe them and have conversation 
with them about what they know about 
things and what they're doing ... we don't 
tell the answers, we help the children inves¬ 
tigate and explore.”

Recruitment begins with promotion 


T he first six years of a person's life 
lay a critical foundation and the 
profession of educating them at¬ 
tracts a dedicated, passionate group of 
people, but they don't always get the 
respect — or money — they deserve. 

Jane Cawley, executive director of 
the Nova Scotia College of Early Child¬ 
hood Education (formerly St. Joseph's 
College of Early Childhood 
Education), says recruiting begins 
with better promoting the profession¬ 
al image of the field. 

"Having people recognize that not 
just anybody can do it and that train¬ 
ing is needed is a struggle,” she says. 
People think that because anyone can 
be a parent, anyone can be a child ed¬ 
ucator. "There's a fairly wide 
understanding from the community 
at large that anybody who loves chil¬ 
dren can be an early childhood educa¬ 
tor. It's a very skilled and specific 
career choice.” 

NSCECE is one of four recognized 


training 

institutes in No¬ 
va Scotia and it 
offers a two- 
year diploma. 

Students learn 
about child de¬ 
velopment, in¬ 
clusion, advoca¬ 
cy and profes¬ 
sionalism. Cawley adds that dealing 
with children means dealing with 
families, and that can reach into 
issues of poverty, neglect and the oth¬ 
er challenges children face. 

"I don’t think we have done the 
best job at portraying ourselves as a 
profession and as professionals,” Caw¬ 
ley admits. "In terms of profession, 
we're kind of a baby profession. Forty 
years in my lifetime seems a long 
time, but in the scope of the world, it 
really isn't.” 

Cawley remains passionate about 
her work. "There are lots of interest¬ 


ing things that an early childhood ed¬ 
ucation diploma can lead to," she 
says. "That's the retention piece we 
need to work on. Somebody who 
does the work with very young 
children for 10 to 15 years — we don't 
want those people to say, ‘Is there 
anything more?' Because there is 
more! We have to provide those op¬ 
portunities for people to grow their 
careers.” 

Money is a big factor, both in fund¬ 
ing and salary. "It's an issue. It needs 
to be addressed by government,” she 
says. The often-low salary can make 
staff wonder, "Who values me?” says 
Cawley. "If (an educator) isn't feeling 
respected and nurtured and 
mentored and excited by those who 
are leading her, that leads to burnout 
quicker than anything.” 

She credits excellent leadership for 
inspiring her. "If they didn't compen¬ 
sate me in money, they compensated 
me in every other way.”

When birth control falls short 


NorLevo is the newest emergency contraception available in Canada

Sometimes a woman real¬ 
izes right after sex that she 
wasn’t protected. 

Perhaps the condom 
broke. Perhaps she forgot to 
take the Pill or took it in¬ 
correctly. Perhaps the di¬ 
aphragm dislodged or the 
I.U.D. fell out. Perhaps she 
wasn’t protected at all. 

For times like this, there’s 
a new emergency contra¬ 
ception in Canada. NorLevo 
comes in a little pink box 
and is available without a 
prescription. It should be 
used within 72 hours of un¬ 
protected sex, the earlier 
the better. 


“NorLevo is an excellent 
option if regular contracep¬ 
tion has failed or is forgot¬ 
ten,” says Dr. Vivien Brown, 
a family physician on staff 
at the University of Toronto 
who has an expertise in 
women’s health. According 
to Brown, NorLevo is 95 per 
cent effective in preventing 
pregnancy when taken be¬ 
tween 12 and 24 hours after 
unprotected sex. When 
taken within 24 to 48 hours 
after intercourse, it is 85 per 
cent effective and when 
taken between 48 and 72 
hours afterward, it is 58 per 
cent effective. 

NorLevo is the second 
emergency contraceptive 
available in Canada. The 
other one is Plan B, also

known as the “morning 
after pill.” These products 
are not meant to be used as 
regular contraception. 
“Women should keep in 
mind that NorLevo is a good 
option ‘just in case’. It is not 
intended for long-term con¬ 
traception. Nor does it pro¬ 


tect against future acts of un¬ 
protected sex,” says Brown. 

“If women do not wish to 
become pregnant they 
should abstain or consider 
contraceptive options that 
regularly protect against 
pregnancy,” she adds. 

Studies show that about 
half of pregnancies in 
Canada are unintended. 
Half occur among women 
using contraception. Many 
of these women are using 
birth control incorrectly or 
inconsistently. 

NorLevo is considered 
safe for all women of child¬ 
bearing age. It can cause 
nausea and vomiting, pain 
in the lower abdomen, 
headaches, fatigue and 
dizziness.

Return of No Doubt 

Pop-rockers hit road seeking inspiration for new album

The revived No Doubt is 
hitting the road this sum¬ 
mer hoping to jump-start 
some fresh ideas for the 
California pop-rockers* 
first new album since 
2001’s Rock Steady. 

“That’s the whole rea¬ 
son why we doing this 
tour,” lead singer Gwen 
Stefani tells Metro during 
a telephone news confer¬ 
ence. “We just want to get 
out there, get inspired and 
get out of the house. I 
don’t really expect to be 
writing any songs while 
we’re touring, but this’ll 
be a kind of new experi¬ 
ment to find some further 


inspiration.” 

In early 2008, guitarist 
Tom Dumont, bassist Tony 
Kanal and drummer Adri¬ 
an Young started putting 
together some ideas while 
Stefani was pregnant with 
her second child at the 
time and finished promot¬ 
ing her second solo effort, 
2006’s The Sweet Escape. 
She and her alt-rocker 
husband Gavin Rossdale 
welcomed a new son, Zu- 
ma, that August. 

“I just had a new baby 
which was totally emo¬ 
tional and difficult, and I 
had to be in mom mode 
for the last little while,” 
Stefani explains of why 
the songwriting process 
was slow on her part. “You 
can’t really press a button 


and just write a song. For 
me, it’s both labouring 
and in need of some in¬ 
spiring.” 

At this point, the group 
admits, it’s uncertain 
which musical direction 
the as-yet-untitled record 
— expected to be released 
in 2010 — will follow. 

When No Doubt broke 
through in 1995 with its 
third album, Tragic King¬ 
dom, the four were in full 
ska-punlc-pop mode with 
hit singles Sunday Morn¬ 
ing, Just A Girl and the 
ballad Don’t Speak, writ¬ 
ten in the wake of a rela¬ 
tionship breakup between 
Stefani and Kanal. 

The followup, 2000’s Re¬ 
turn To Saturn, main¬ 
tained some of its ska- 


punk past with single Ex- 
Girlfriend but drifted to¬ 
wards radio-friendly pop 
with Simple Kind Of Life. 

In 2001, album No. 5 
Rock Steady mixed elec- 
tronica, funk, Jamaican 
dancehall and pop and 
spawned hits out of Hey 
Baby, Hella Good, Under¬ 
neath It All and Running. 
A greatest-hits set fol¬ 
lowed two years later sup¬ 
ported by an upbeat cover 
of Talk Talk’s It’s My Life. 

So far, the only new 
song to come from No 
Doubt surfaced during the 
recently aired second-sea¬ 
son finale to the TV drama 
Gossip Girl. The four, 
making a cameo under 
the group name Snowed 
Out, performed a pop-roclc 


rendition of Adam & The 
Ants’ Stand And Deliver. 

“We were never plan¬ 
ning to do that, it just hap¬ 
pened to come along 
while were making this 


new record,” Stefani says. 
“But it turned out to be a 
really good exercise for us, 
trying to compete with 
the perfection of the origi¬ 
nal.”

Madonna prepares for Mercy

The singer has sent a 
nanny and a nurse to look 
after toddler Mercy 
James while immigra¬ 
tion paperwork is com¬ 
pleted in the African 
country, allowing her 
to be flown to the 
U.S. where she 
will join the rest of 
Madonna’s family. 

Mercy was 
taken to the 
lodge in the 
country’s 


capital, Lilongwe, after 
Madonna won an appeal 
hearing to adopt her on 
Friday. She was initially re¬ 
fused the right to adopt in 
April, on the grounds she 
hadn’t lived in the coun¬ 
try for 18 months 
prior to the adop¬ 
tion — usually 
a prerequisite 
for adoptive 
parents.

plete, Mercy will be flown 
to New York where she 
will join Madonna, 50, and 
her new sister Lourdes, 12, 
and brothers Rocco, eight, 
and David Banda, three — 
who was also adopted 
from Malawi. 

Mercy’s biological father 
James Kambewa said: “Let 
the child go. My only plea 
to Madonna is that she 
should seriously look after 
the child. 

“I am asking to make 
sure that, while the child is 
growing, she must be in¬ 
formed of me as her bio¬ 
logical father.”

Green Pasta Salad 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 lb (500 g) green 
fettuccine 

8 oz (250 g) cherry 
tomatoes 

2 small Mediterranean 
(Lebanese) or pickling cu¬ 
cumbers 

8 oz (250 g) arugula 
1 medium red onion, finely 
sliced 

8 oz (250 g) bocconcini 
black olives for garnish 

BASIL PESTO: 

1 cup (250 ml) fresh basil 
leaves 

2 cloves garlic, roughly 
chopped 

1 tbsp (15 ml) pine nuts 
4 tbsp (60 ml) grated 
pecorino 

6 tbsp (90 ml) olive oil 

3 tbsp (45 ml) lemon juice 

2 tbsp (25 ml) vegetable 
stock 

salt and freshly ground 
black pepper 

METHOD: 

1. Cook pasta in plenty of 
lightly salted boiling water 
until al dente, following 
package instructions. 

Drain, rinse under cold 
mnning water and leave to 


cool. Cut tomatoes in half. 
Slice cucumbers in half 
lengthwise and slice thinly. 

2. Combine tomatoes, cu¬ 
cumbers, arugula, onion 
and pasta in large bowl. 
Drain bocconcini and mix 
into salad. 

3. To make basil pesto, 
clean leaves by wiping 
with paper towel; do not 
wash. Combine basil, gar¬ 
lic, pine nuts and pecorino 
in food processor and 
process finely. Combine 
oil, lemon juice and stock 
in small bowl and add to 
mixture in steady stream 
with motor running until 
amalgamated. Add salt and 
pepper to taste. 

4. Stir basil pesto into sal¬ 
ad or serve separately. 
Spoon salad into individual 
bowls and garnish with 
olives.
